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This bill would allow a person to keep a feral swine if they shoot it and notify the Department of Natural 

Resources (DNR) within 24 hours. Under current law, hunting/trapping feral swine is prohibited but a 

person may shoot a feral swine if they notify the DNR and surrender the animal.
